Never Suspects She Is Shadowed, 

“At St. Louis the woman got off a train 
with these four men her shadows. They were 
joined there by four St. Louis detectives. So 
clever was their shadow work that she never 
suspected them. In the whole journey, al- 
though they eat all around her, not one had 
looked at her face or caught her eve. This 
is the big secret of shadow work. 

„The woman; as they suspected, kept an 
appointment with her burglar sweetheart. It 
was at a street corner that the two met. In 
a twinkling they were surrounded. The man 
never had a chance. He was completely 
smothered. 

But the feeble Mennonite woman threw 
away her crutches and ran like a deer. She 
outdistanced the fleetest detectives, turned 
down an alley, and got away. 

“The detectives in St. Louls expect to ar- 
reat the woman soon. She lived in Chicago at 
900 East Twenty-fourth street and it was 
there the short robber lived until Lieut. Burns 
on orders from Capt. Mahoney got almoat 
beaten to death in his visit, unattended, to 
their rendezvous. 

Woman’s Baggage Searched. 
The woman was first stopped on Saturday 
night at the La Salle street station while buy- 
ing a ticket for Elkhart. Her baggage was 
searched. Detectives found numerous news- 
paper clippings of the police search for the 
escaped robbers and a revolver in her trunk. 
They allowed her to go to the farm of her 
stepfather, J. W. Cramer, but detectives and 
Pinkerton men watched the farm after her 
arrival. She started for St. Louls the second 
day. 

“The real inside story of the Burne visit, 
his battle with the robbers, and their escape 
may be revealed now.

Mx ͤ plan,“ said Prof. Fisher,‘ is similar 
to a suggestion of Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
gon, that the weight of the gold dollar should 
be incréased enough to restore some of its 
lost purchasing power. 

I have said that my proposal is virtually 
to increase the weight of the gold dollar. But 
this increasing weight would not be added 
to the coins themselves, but only to 
bullion out of which they are made. In other 
words, the proposal is to restore the ancient 
custom ofa ‘ seigniorage on gold coinage. 

At present these is no seigniorage. Coin- 
age is free and the weight of a gold dollar is 
as great as the weight of the bufiion which 
the miner takes to the mint and for which 
he receives back a dollar. He now takes 25.8 
grains of gold bullion to the mint to secure 4 
25:8 grain gold dollar. 


Inerease Weight of Bullion Dollar. 

“The coined dollar weighs the same as the 
uncoihned or ‘bullion dollar, if I may use 
such a term. My proposal is to increase the 
weight of the buillion collar; that 18. to re- 
quire 2640r 27 or 28 grains of gold bullion to 
be taken to the mint to secure a 25.8 grain 
gold dollar. The coined dollar would re- 
main unchanged in weight (25.8 grains), but 
the bullion required to secure the coined 
dollar—the bullion dollar—would be heavier. 

“The difference in weight between the 
two would be the seigniorage. It would not 
be fixed once for all but would be contin- 
ually adjusted so as to give the dollar always 
As the coined dol- 
lar would be interconvertibie with the bullion 
dolar. the two would always be equal in 
valus. The ultimate dollar would be as it 
now is—e dollar of gold bullion—but this dol- 
Jar would no longer be of fixed weight and 
variable value, but of fixed value and varie- 
ble weight. 

Adjustment Would Be Automatic. 

“The adjustment of the seigniorage prould 
be entirely automatic, dependent on an offi- 
cial index number of the price level. The 
bestem here proposed is, so far az I know, 
the only one proposed which is purely se)r- 
acting. | 

“IZ the official index. number shows a rige 
of prices in any year, say 1 per cent, it would 
be mandatory for the mints to add 1 per cent 
to the seigniorage. Expressed the other way 
about, if gold loses 1 per cent of ite value, 
the mints would pay 1 per cent less for it. 

“ This would tend always to preverve a un- 
form purchasing power of the mon unit. 
A soon as ary depreciation occurred in- 
crease of the seigniorage would oper&te to 
correct it The present mint price is fixed; 
it is £3 17 10%d per ounce of gold 11-12 une 
im England, or $18.60 per ounce of go 6-10

Virtue in Fixed Purchasing Power. 

“The proposal is simply that instead of 
always paying the same some price for gold. 
no matter how much’ it appreciates or de- 
preciates in purchasing power over goods 
we hall pay exactly what itis Worth. There 
is no virtue in a fixed mint price for gold, 
but there is virtue In a fixed purchasing power 
of money. 

“The great fall of prices ending in 1896 
was often referred to as an appreciation of 
gold, just as the rise of prices since 1806 is 
often referred to as a depreciation of gold. 
I other words, the dollar, the pound sterling,

Baron de La Roche. 

She was the first woman in the work to 
learn how to drive an aeroplane, and made 
her first flight in a Voisin biplane in October, 
1908. Previous to this she had driven motor

All the defendants, it was said, were 
found guilty on the first ballot, and the task 
of fixing their punishment was then taken 
up.

structures. In carrying forward this work 
it le said the rallroad people have built a 


one side of Clinton street, just off Thirteenth 
street. The building of a frame structure of 
this kind at this point is declared to be in 
viojation of the city building ordinances. — 
8, however, is not all. Clinton street 

at the point where the house has been put 
up is 38 feet wide. There is thirteen feet 
between the building and the opposite curb.

Says Pledges Were Redeemed. 

Senator Townsend took up the Republican 
platform of 1908 and sought to demonstrate 
the president has redeemed every pledge 
made by the Republican party. 

He has come nearer to fulfilling the pro- 
visions and promises of the party plat- 
form,“ said the speaker, than has any other 
president. The tariff plank adopted was 
completely carried out.

The speaker commended the president also 
for securing the passage of the employers’ 
lability law, for his practical efforts in de- 
half of world-wide peace, for his earnest ef- 
forte to preserve the rights of the people 
in relation to the mineral, water power, and 
forest resources of the nation, for the ex- 
tension of trade with South America and 
the rest of the world. for signing the bill 
which gave pension benefits estimated at 
$25,000,000 annually to civil war veterans, 
and for protecting the civil service against 
the attacks of the Democratic party. 

He took occasion to remark that the in- 
surgent movement originated in a protest 
against the rules of the house. 

“With the exception of a few, of whom 
I) was one.” he said, “none of these in- 
surgents was on friendly terms with Col. 
Roosevelt, and he took no active part in those 
early struggles. But insurgency has now 
grown in many places to be a profession.”

It was not asked to recom- 
mend a definite plan of supervision. It was 
| not asked to agree on details. It was asked 
merely to give its support to the declaration 
approving legislation for state inspection of 
all banks except federal. 

The refusal, tegistered in a vote of 224 to 
125, put the association on record as saying 
for the private bankers: “ We don't care 
what kind of inspection is proposed, we are 


opposed to it.” 
The declaration could not be much plainer 


than that. 

Me. William T. Abbott, who submitted 
the resolution; Mr. B. F. Harris, president 
of the asseeiation; and the men who under- 
took to bring the bankers to an acknowledg- 
ment of their responsibilities to the state 
avoided the controversial dangers which 
might lie in 4 detailed plan for Inspection. 
The bankers could not object to the kind of 
inepection proposed, because they were not 
asked to indoree any specifications. They 
were asked to declare themselves in favor 
of the policy of inspection, and that is what 
they refused to do. 

Bankérs who ask for legislation bringing 
private banks under inspection have endeav- 
ored to meet every reasonable and legitimate 
objection which can be raised. They ac- 
knowledge that the private bank in an agri- 
eultural community frequently is an institu- 
tion of peculiar usefulness, accustomed to 
meet the local demands for money unchecked 
by law in transactions governed only by the 
banker's knowledge of the men with whom 
he is dealing and of the securities they offer. 

The state cannot limit his loans or ques- 
tion the collateral he accepts, and banker 
and borrower may insist, and do insist, that 
they are satisfied with this method of doing 
business and do not intend to submit to state 
dictation or “ interference.” 

A farmer needing a loan goes to the pri- 
vate banker and gets it. The capital stock 
of the bank may be $25,000. The farmer 
may get $30,000 on cattle or other securities. 
Hoe ie accommodated. He gets the money 
he needa. The banker makes the loan as he 
might if he were merely 4 money lender in 
business with his own funds. Both are sat 
fefied, and the banker, at least, opposes a 


change. 

That ie one side of the story. The other 
gan be read almost every other month ina 
center like Chicago, where an unscrupnlous 
rasen hires a painter to put the word 
“Bank” on his office window and later 
dra w his curtains and departs hastily before 
a line of women in shawls is formed on the 
sidewalk. . 

The seruptious banker may say that he 
does not intend to submit to the burdens 
and vezations of inspection merely because 
a lot of people im a place like Ohicago are 
Fools enough to put their money im any rat 
hole labeled Bank.“ That's where he 
makes a mistake. He is going to submit. 

People ought to be more sensible and bet- 
ter informed, se doubt, bat many of them 
think that the word Bank means some- 
thing more than the fact that Tom, Dick, or 
Harry is willing to take their money. And 
it ought to mean more, and will mean more. 

Bankérs who are wise enough to support 
the policy of genera) state inspection have 
endeavored to remove every legitimate objee- 
tion that the honest private banker could 
make. One objection is against the cost of 
inapection. It is proposed to put the inspec- 
tors om ealary and spread the cost over all 
banks instead of putting the burden of fees, 
mileage, and expenses on the banks indivié- 
wally. Another objection is to the restric- 
tion of loans. It is proposed to exempt 
loans on good securities, such as the private 
banker makes to the farmer, from the pres- 
ent statutory limitation. 

Wise bankers demand general state in- 
spection. They are willing to make it as 
little burdensome as possible on the honest 
private banker. The state will join them in 
this willingness.

HIS is an R month aad oysters 
have come back on the bill of fare. 

Are they safe? 
There have been several reports 
of oyster-borne typhoid within the 
jast/year.. Typhoid in cities is pretty well 
studied now. Most of the cases are re- 
ported by physicians, and the health de- 
partments study a fair number of the 
eases. Therefore, oysters, milk, and files 
are taking some of the burden from the 
water supply, formerly charged with all 
the typho

Deen if oysters are more frequently 
charged with typhoid than formerly, they 
probably are less frequently responsible 
for the disease. 

In the first place, the shipping is now 
done with some regard to sanitary law. 

Some states are supervising their oyster 
grounds so as to insure a reasonable free 
dom from pollution. Some are 
attempting to prohibit floating, and some 
cities which empty sewage into oyster wa- 
ters are prohibiting oyster beds within a 
certain distance of a sewer outfall. But 
even this isa minor matter as compared with 
the practice of floating. | 

Another interesting finding ie that 
oysters are much safer from typhoid in- 
fection in cold weather than in warm. 
Probably this is because the bacillus dies 
off more rapidly tn cold water. Possibly 
it is because the oyster closes ap and 
does not feed so much.

Most important of all is that the oysters 
be handled in a sanitary way. A part of 
this element is in the hands of the inland 
consumer, „ He can refuse to 
oysters that are shipped or sold after 
a dirty fashion. 5 

To my way of thinking, the oyster 
industry has not yet got in good enough 
shape to warrant one in eating raw oye 
ters unless he knows that they came from 
supervised beds, were not floated or were 
floated in proper waters, and were prop- 
erly shipped. 

One reason why Woodrow Wilson's 
campaign managers think he should be 
president is that he improved the sanitary 
control of oyster beds in New Jersey 
waters.

Indeed, 
until the reign of Queen Victoria the mon- 
argh was wont to refuse to revive any peer 
ages that had been in abeyanes for more 
than thirty yeara 
King George, it is asserted on excellent 
, Ras redolved to revert to this rule, 
will prove a source of satisfaction to 
the vast majority of Great Britain's heredi- 
tary legisiatorg, for, when the sovereign calls 
& peerage out of abeyance in favor of any 
claimant, the claimant becomes invested 
with precedence determined by the date of 
the original creation of the dignity, and takes 
the pas of all the peers of his grade whose 
honors are lese ancient.

When Queen Victoria in 1888, on the recom- 
mendation of her premier, Lord Mdbourne, 
terminated the 414 years’ abeyance of the 
barony of Camoys in favor of Thomas Stonor 
of Stonor Park, on the Oxford banks of the 
Thames, he, ipso facto, became entitied to 
precedence over all the barons whose peer- 
ages had been created since A. D. 1868, which 
is the date of the origin of the OCamoys 
barony. 

The present Lord Camoys, his great-grand- 
gon, is married to Mies Yeone Sherman, 
Gaughter of the late William Watts Sher- 
man of New York. 

The barony of Hastings had been Gormant 
since 1889—that is to say, for five centuries— 
when it was called ouf of abeyance by Queen 
Victoria in 1840 in favor of Sir Jacob Astley 
of Melton Constable, Norfolk, who took the 
pas of all barons whose peerages dated from 
reigns subsequent to that of Hdward 1 in 


1290. 


The dDarony of Beaumont had been in abe 
ance for about 860 years, that of Braye for 
dome 800 years, and that of Vaux for 17% 
years, when revived by Queen Victoria, all 
during the firet decade following her acces- 
sion to the throne. She continued the prac- 
tice throughout her reign, despite all pro- 
tests. 

It is one which does not find favor in the 
eyes of George V., apd it looks as if Money - 
Coutts of Coutts’ bank in London would have 
te do without the ancient barony of Latimer, 
and Col. Alexander Leith would have togive 
up all hopes of the old barony of Burgh, 
despite the recent recommendations of the 
committee of privileges of the house of lords 
in favor of their claims to those peerages, so

The term “abeyance” must not be con- 
founded with that of “dormant.” There are 
plenty of dormant peerages, such as, for in- 
gtance, the earldom of Milltown and the 
barony. of Gardner, by reason of the fact that 
no lawful claim to the succession has been 
established, the rightful heir being missing. 
. Abeyance is due to the fact that English 
law does not recognize seniority among 
daughters. That is to say, when a peer hold- 
ing one of those ancient baronies that de- 
gpcend in the female as well asin the male une

@ignity, whereas, if he has no son, but sev- 
eral daughters, the crown refuses to secept 
the responsibility of determining who of them 
fs the eldest, and the barony: falls inte abe.

The peerage is then at the sovereign’s dis- 
posal in the sense that he can either leave it 
indefinitely in abeyance, or he can terminate 
the abeyance in favor of any one of the heirs 
of the various daughters.
